10.    Minister  of  Colonization  and  Labour  : 

Tilt'  sitMleiiient  of  New  Ontario  is  one  of  tbe  great  pn»blems  Ijefore 
tlie  (iovemnicnt.  Already  imt  :*ti,OUO,l)00  acres  out  of  tbe  130.000,000 
conipo^inj;  tbe  area  nf  tlic  Province  bave  passed  to  the  liands  of  private 
owners.  Over  tbree-quarteis  of  tin;  wbole  area  of  tbe  Province  is  still 
in  tbe  Crown.  Manitoba  and  the  West  are  tilling  up  to  a  certain 
extent  at  llie  expense  of  Old  Ontario.  We  bave  millions  of  acres  of 
w(H>iled  lanils  as  fertile  as  the  l)est  prairie  land  of  tbe  west,  with 
ciiniatie  conditions  equally  go(Ml  and  capable  of  sustaining  a  population 
«tf  at  b-'ast  one  or  two  millions.  Owing  to  the  tardy  growth  of  our 
population  as  compjin-d  with  tjuel-ee.  we  lost  six  seats  by  the  last 
i;erisii>  in  the  House  •■(  ("ommon>,  and  've  are  liable  every  deceinnal 
peri<«l  to  further  losse-  The  settlement,  therefore,  of  tbe  Province  is 
not  }nnely  a  local  (iue-.tion  but  one  of  Dominion  concern.  To  that 
end  the  (Sovernmcnt  projected  the  Temiskarning  and  Northern  Ontario 
Uailwav.  To  that  end  over  three  millions  of  money  have  been 
expemled  on  Colonization  Roads.  The  ■■onstruction  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacillc  offers  a  golden  opportunity  for  settlement,  extending 
over  a  distance  of  750  miles  through  the  nnddle  oi"  the  Clay  lielt 
North  of  the  height  of  land. 

So  ii':ipressed  was  the  (.'onvetitii'ti  with  the  importance  of  this  task 
that  it  rei-onimetidi;il  the  appointment  of  a  Minister  of  colonization, 
whose  chief  duties  would  in:  to  invite  settlers  from  abrond  and  to  pre- 
serve to  New  Ontaiio  tlie  sur]>bis  population  of  Old  Ontarit).  Tbe 
Hepartnient  of  r^lHiur  was  lo  be  associated  willi  such  a  Minister,  so 
tliJil  in  inviting  immigi-ants  special  care  could  he  taken  not  to  eiuroacb 
upon  tbe  laljour  market  either  \ty  unsuitable  labour  or  by  more  settlers 
than  the  country  could  properly  al)sot'b,  Tbe  project  is  an  ambitious 
one  of  filling  up  the  hinterland  of  tlie  Province,  and  tbe  Liberal  Party 
is  prepiu"ed  to  assist  in  such  a  vast  undertaking. 

In  the  Conservative  platform  there  is  practically  n(»  refei-enco  to 
New  Ontario  or  to  the  importance  of  lilHng  it  up  with  an  industrious 
and  frugal  population.

Mr.  Whitney  ha  1  an 
opportunily,  when  the  Mi|Uor  Act  of  VM2  was  hefor.'  -he  K.nis,-  ,,t' 
prohibiting  the  sale  ol  li.|Uor  in  Ontario,  as  far  as  tlj'  I'rovmce  had 
iuri-diction,  hut  he  not  onlv  <lid  not  raise  his  little  finger  in  that  ,  ;we 
hut  he  sp.ike  with  great  'vehemence  against  it  ,.nd  nearly  all  his 
followeis  in   the  House   followed   his  example. 

That  puhlic  opinion  wants  adxaliced  lemperauce  legislation  is 
evident  from  the  reduction  of  liquor  licenses  from  over  fi, 000  in  1-4 
than  .'1, 1100  in  IIIOI,  anil  no  man  who  wishes  well  of  his  cc. unity, 
oils  voung  men  and   women,   would  hesitate  to  -tipport 

uny   measure  that' w.)uld   promote   lempeianee    and    curtail    tl vd 

effects  .if  the  drinking  haljils  of  society. 

12.    Public  Utilities. 

The  onnership  I'V  nuinicipalitios,  and  in  some  cases  liy  the 
Government,  of  puhlic 'utilities,  has  lieeu  for  many  years  the  .avowed 
policy  of  the  Liberal  Partv.  Alreadv  the  right  has  been  conferred 
upon  municipalities  to  control  the  public  service  of  water,  heat,  gas, 
electric  hght,  telephones,  street  railways,  public  parks,  lihrane-..  etc., 
and  the  Oovernnieut  has  extended  this  principle  to  Ihe  ownership  of  the 
Teraiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario  Railway. 

The  Convention  alflrmed  its  approval  of  this  policy  and  ex|ucs-eil 
..  ,elf  in  favor  ..f  any  amendments  to  existing  laws  which  would  make 
it  easier,  if  necessary,  for  municipalities  to  purchase  private  mtere.-ts 
in  such  services  foi-  'the  benelit  of  the  tax|iayers.  The  Convention  also 
expressed  it^elf  as  opposed  to  perpetual  franchises  and  placed  ibirty 
years  as  the  lilnii  at  which  a  muiiicipalilv  should  have  the  right  to 
surrender  control  of  any  luiblic  utility.  Already  about  thirty  inu 
palities  own  the  services  1  ]yj.\i 
purchased  them  through  the  ope

Plauk  7  referred  tn  the  inspet'tinn  of  factories  luul  prisnn  nmde 
;,'ooils  and  tlie  settlement  of  lalwdir  disputes. 

In  tlie  face  of  exi^^tiiij;  le;,'islatii)ii  and  the  practii^e  of  the  (m.m'im. 
ineiit,  this  plank  is  als(»  unneces.sary.  Altlioiijih  prison-ma' h-  LTiimU 
are  not  so  laljelled,  they  an;  of  such  a  diameter  as  to  coTne  171  cnmpeti- 
tiun  in  a  \ery  lijii'ted  sense  witli  free  lahour. 

Plank  8  expressed  syinpatliy  with  temperance  and  mnral   lef.iim. 

An  utterly  useless  expression  so  far  as  legislation  is  enncenied. 

Plank  9  objected  tr»  Orders-in-Council  -njuriousjy  afTectiin;  the 
prosjiector.  miner  and  settler,  etc. 

No  such  Orders  i,ave  Ijeen  passed  except  where  the  individual 
interests  arc?  to  l)e  sulM»rdiriate(I  to  the  public  ^;ooil. 

If  from  this  platform  is  <liininated  the  p(,>Iicy  of  the  Liljeral  Paitv 
on  various  topics:  enumerated,  the  platform  will  l»e  so  narrow  and  so 
purposeless  that  no  Party  iiavitig  any  respect  fur  itself  would  e\  er 
presetit  it  U>  a  discriminating  public.  Many  a  Municipal  Councillor 
a(M>eals  to  the  country  on  hrojider  issues,  and  this  must  have  been 
Mr.  Whitney's  own  opinion,  f(»r  in  liis  Naparu'e  spi-ech  lie  practically 
ignore<l  the  Party  platform  and  enunciated  a  new  poli'-y  possessed  of 
no  rnoie  originality  than  tliat  iulopted  by  the  Conference.  Here  are 
the  points  as  far  as  they  can  be  gathered  from  tlie  newspaper  report*  : — 

Mit.  Whitney's  Platform. 

(1)  Law  Reform  : 

On  this  point  Mr.  Whitney  is  delightfully  obscure.  '-Division 
Courts  should  be  relieved  of  many  anomalie.s,  litigation  expedited  anti 
appeals  reduced  to  one  in  tlie  Province."  If  Mr  W^hitney  tliinks  that 
he  can  carry  the  country  with  lum  on  that  Measure  of  law  reform  it  is 
somewhat  extraonlinary  that  two  or  three  j'arr.ago  he  acquiesceil  in 
the  withdrawal  of  a  Bill  dealing  with  Division  (Vmrts  and  other  legal 
anomalies,  which  the  Attorney-General  had  kept  before  the  House  for 
several  weeks. 

(2)  The  development  of  New  Ontario  : 

That  has  l)een  carried  on  without  much  sympathy  or  support  from 
Mr.  Whitney  or  his  followers. 

(.S)  Tt-iilway  grants  should  only  lie  made  for  development  or 
colonization  purposes: 

That  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Liberal  Party  for  twenty  years. 

(4)  The  abolition  of  the  Iwnus  system  for  railway  construction  : 

How  railways  can  be  built  into  unproductive  territory  without 
aid,  Mr.  W^hitney  lias  failetl  to  explain.
